The dark woodwork shown here has a 
protective coat of Clear Scar-not 
Varnish. But often the woodwork is 
painted the same color as the walls; 
and this treatment of your woodwork 
always makes your room look larger.

or smooth) and your preference for a 
plain or stippled effect. Then let Paint 
Headquarters advise you,and combine 
this with your own good taste.
